No, not wes allow the pro 
Goods of Scots Men, and we have all we 
demand 3 for the reft, do as the Laws of 
England dire&, we are content, we do not 
defire England thould be abus’d, much lefs 
will we encourage it. 

This, I afflure you, is now the common 
Language of Scotland, and 1 can fee no 
Reafon to objeé& againft it on any Account, 
whatever my own Opinion is in the Cafe. : 
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¥ come now to the chief and moft effen- 
tial Fraud, and which indeed I meet with 
no Body in the North, but what crys out up- 
on it as a horrible and unfufferable Cheat, 
and every Body is wifling here to have ic 
recover’d and ,redrefs’d, and this is the 
Drawbecks, than which I kaow no greater 
or more barefaced Cheat ever pragtiled with 
Impunity in any Nation in the World. 

The Tobacco, which pute a great Dus 
ty of near 6 d. per Pound in Engiand, js one 
of the beft and moft Capital Articles: ef the 
Engiifo Cuftoms, has yet to encourage 
Trade, encrégfe the Coniuinpeion, fuppors 
and enlarge obc (lantaciomg, and enable the 
Merchant to:export it again into foreign 
Parts, a Law’ made to repay the Exporter 
all che faid Duty, except about one Half- 
peny per Pound— The Exporter, as‘ far as 
pofiole, both by Bund and Oath to fecure 
the Government, that the faid Tobacco fo 
exported, and on which fuch Allowance is 
made, thal net bé relanded again into Evg- 
Jagd of Wiles. : 

Upon the Union, and the lifteral Sence 
of the free Intercourfe of Trade mention’d 
in the 4b Article, a vai Quantity of this 
Tobacco isexported from England to Scot- 
land, Debentures granted to the Exporter 
for drawing back the-Duty asabove, as ex- 
ported to a foreign Country; fo far ‘tis re- 

ular. 

: Tn the Junéture ‘of chis Exportation, 
this foreign Country, call’d Scotland, -by the 
intePveriing Accident of'the Union, becomes 
the fame Home-Countrf with -Enghewd, and 
js- now become but’ one ‘Britainz by which 
Uhion, and a Capicolation for a free Inter- 
courfe of Commerce, the Tobbacco fo .ex- 
ported is really at Home again, sbst is, free 
to be carry’d from Place to Place through- 
out Britain, without Interruption, without 
Payment or Demand. 

This is the Lester of the Union, as J caZit, 
and as ja general Profpeét it-has been con- 
ftrued to be—This.is what the Merchant 
fets up asa Non obftause, to the Oaths and 
Bonds of the Bxportation And by this 
they claint to bring the fame. Tobacco back 
again to the Place from whence it came, and 
f meerly pick the QUEEN’s Pocket of the 
$4, per Pound. drawn back by Debenture— 
On Pretence of the Union. 
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The Fraud of this hag the particular Cir- 
cumftance of being very open and barefac’d, 
and has the Happinefs of being fo manifefta 
Chear, that even the A@tors in it acknow- 
ledge it to bea Fraud. ° 

Pray, Gentlemen, let me ask one Qneftion 
here ; do you think, the Scots will be un- 


eafie at any Endeavours in England to pre- 


vent this Mifthief? Do yeu believe Seor- 
land ‘vill concern it (elf at a co prote 
this Abufe ? 

Indeed, whoever entertains fuch an Opi- 
nion of our Northern Britain, do them a 
great Deal of Wrong 5 they are are far from 
defiring, any thing fo bard fhould be put 
upon Englind under Shelter of their Arti- 
cles, and theyexclaim as fondly at the no- 
plea sy as any Body caa do in Lon- 

on. 

Had an A& been offer’d to reftrain 
that Liberty ia the Parliament of 
Scotlasd before their Diffolution, JI dare 
fay, it would have met with a ready Com- 
pliaace 5 and had the Englifh Parliament 
made an A@ feparately for the Refrain 
of this Abufe, there would hardly have 
been one Mouth opened againft it in all 
Scosland, 

Nor, Geatlemen, are the Scots Proper- 
ties at all concern’d here; forno Man can, 
in the ordinary Gourfe of Trade, have fent 
for Tobaceo’s from England for their Ufe in 
fach Quantities, as are apparently carry’d 
thither; !cooo Hogtheads of Tobacco are 
not fent to Scotland to be expended there, 
and the ordinary Courle of Trade was only 
for the comaton Expence there ; the Pro- 
perty of Scots Men therefore cannot be con- 
cern d-inthis, fince what is expended in 
Seotlind, can by no means be Part of the 
Fraud): ’cis only what is fent back again into

is Fraud hag two other Mi(chiefs in it. 
Firft, if ic.maft be expended in Scotland, 
“tis fo much above the Sap of Scotland, 
that the Price there muft fink, and fo ia- 
jure the fair Trader, who purchafed purely 
tor the common Courfe of Trade 3 and fe- 
comdly, jf it goes back to England, the
